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1. FOLLOWING ARE HIGHLIGHTS OF CHILEAN AMBASSADOR 
TRUCCO'S CALL ON DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY RYAN JUNE 11. 

2. CUBA ISSUE AT SAN JOSE. TRUCCO EXPRESSED DOUBT THAT 
UPCOMING MEETING OFPLENIPOTENTIARIES TO AMEND RIO TREATY 
WOULD ACT ON CUBA SANCTIONS QUESTION. HIS OWN INSTRUCTIONS 
AS HEAD OF GOC DELEGATION WOULD BE CONFINED STRICTLY TO 
THE PROTOCOL OF AMENDMENT FOR WHICH THE MEETING HAD BEEN 
CONVOKED. HE ANTICIPATED THAT MOST OTHER PLENIPOTENTIARIES 
WOULD BE SIMILARLY LIMITED. HE EXPECTED CONTINUED GOC 
SUPPORT FOR REVISION OF ARTICLE 17 MAKING IT POSSIBLE TO 

LIFT SANCTIONS BY SIMPLE MAJORITY. RYAN POINTED OUT THAT 
ALTERNATIVE TO MEETING IN SAN JOSE MIGHT BE ONE IN MEXICO 
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CITY, AND WONDERED IF CHILEANS WOULD LIKE THAT. (COMMENT: 
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CONFERENCE OF PLENIPOTENTIARIES IS CHARGED BY OASGA WITH 
AMENDING RIO TREATY. ANY ACTION ON CUBA SANCTIONS WOULD 
HAVE TO TAKE PLACE IN A SEPARATE SUBSEQUENT MEETING OF 
THE TREATY'S ORGAN OF CONSULTATION. THIS COULD BE CALLED 
AT SAN JOSE OR ELSEWHERE. WE ASSUME THE TWO-THIRDS RE- 
QUIREMENT FOR LIFTING SANCTIONS WILL BE CHANGED TO A 
SIMPLE MAJORITY IN THE PROTOCOL OF AMENDMENT EXPECTED TO 

EMERGE FROM SAN JOSE. HOWEVER, ANY CHANGE IN THE CUBA 
SANCTIONS WOULD CONTINUE TO REQUIRE TWO-THIRDS UNTIL THE 
PROTOCOL GOES INTO EFFECT AFTER COMPLETION OF RATIFICA- 
TION OF PROCESS - PROBABLY AT LEAST A YEAR IN THE 
FUTURE.) 

3. HUMAN RIGHTS. RYAN ASKED IF TRUCCO COULD REPORT ANY 
POSITIVE DEVELOPMENTS. TRUCCO PARRIED QUESTION BY 
ANTICIPATING THAT ANTI-JUNTA PROPAGANDA CAMPAIGN IN CHILE 
AND ABROAD WOULD ACCELERATE AS GOCS ENEMIES TAKE ADVAN- 
TAGE OF THE DIFFICULT WINTER CHILEANS FACE, THE US 
CONGRESS'S CONSIDERATION OF MILITARY ASSISTANCE AND THE 
IBRD'S CONSIDERATION OF NEW LENDING. HE SAID HE WOULD 

BE SURPRISED, GIVEN EXPECTED ARRIVAL SOON OF UNHRC TEAM, 

IF HUMAN RIGHTS SITUATION TOOK TURN FOR WORSE. IN PASSING 
HE NOTED THAT DEPARTURE OF CONTROVERSIAL FUGITIVE SERGIO 
ZAMORA HAD BEEN IGNORED BY INTERNATIONAL PRESS. RYAN 
INTERJECTED THAT NEW JUSTICE MINISTER SCHWEITZER DID NOT 
SEEM TO BE HAVING MUCH IMPACT ON HUMAN RIGHTS SITUATION 
THUS FAR. TRUCCO COMMENTED THAT HE WAS IN DIRECT 
TELEPHONE CONTACT WITH SCHWEITZER ON HUMAN RIGHTS PROBLEMS 
THAT COME TO HIS ATTENTION. IN THIS CONTEXT, HE NOTED 
THAT SCHWEITZER HAD ASSURED HIM THAT ENRIQUE KIRBERG 
WOULD BE FREE TO LEAVE CHILE AS SOON AS JUDICIAL PRO- 
CEEDINGS AGAINST HIM ARE CONCLUDED. RYAN REMINDED TRUCCO 
OF SERGIO DIEZ' PROMISE TO CONGRESSMAN FRASER TO INFORM 
LATTER FULLY ABOUT GOC IMPLEMENTATION OF NEW INTERNAL 
SECURITY LAW SAFEGUARDS. TRUCCO SAID HE WOULD REMIND 
DIEZ (NOW IN GENEVA CONSULTING WITH UNHRC) TO DO SO. 

4. FOREIGN ASSISTANCE ACT. TRUCCO INQUIRED WHEN NEW FAA 
MIGHT BE EXPECTED. WE POINTED OUT THAT NORMALLY THE FAA 
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IS NOT ENACTED UNTIL SIX MONTHS OR SO INTO THE NEW FISCAL 
YEAR, BUT THAT CONGRESS COVERS THE INTERIM VIA DEVICE 
OF CONTINUING RESOLUTIONS. WE ANTICIPATED THAT AT 
MINIMUM CONGRESSIONAL CRITICS WOULD CONSIDER SAME 
RESTRICTIONS ON CHILE TO APPLY IN CONTINUING RESOLUTION 
AND QUITE POSSIBLY AMEND THE CR WITH EVEN MORE RESTRICTIVE 
LANGUAGE. KISSINGER 
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
